James W. «Uncle Jim» Cunning­ 
ham. 88 one of the real pioneers 
of Comanche County, died at the 
family 
residence 
in 
Comanche 
early Saturday morning. June 4. 
Funeral services were held S un­ 
day afternoon at the residence. 
Interm ent 
was 
at the 
Shiloh 
Cemetery, eight 
miles «cuth of 
Comanche Rev. C. C. Klingman 
and Rev. Oordon B arrett were in 
charge. 
Pall bearers serving were three 
nephews, Dayton, Emmett, and L. 
D Cunningham; and three grand­ 
sons. Travis. Vernon, and Robert 
Cunn ngham 
James W. Cunning ¡.am was the 
next to the last surviving of the 
twelve children bom to Captain i 
and Mrs. James Cunningham The! 
sole survivor of this historic fam - * 
lly of Captain Jim and Aunt Susy 
Cunn.ngham is one daughter. Mrs. j 
J R. Lewis of Brownwood Uncle 
Jim is survived by two daughters, 
Miss Ola and Miss Floy Cun­ 
ningham. 
James W. Cunningham was born 
on St. Valentine’s Day. February 
14, 1850, in Williamson County 
naar the preaant site of Florence. 
The Cunninghams first settled in 
Titus County, then later moving 
to Bastrop. Travis, and W illiam­ 
son Counties before taking up a 
permanent residence in Coman­ 
che County in the year of 1855 
Although James W. Cunuing- 
ham never actually engaged in an 
Indian fight, there is an interest­ 
ing story told of his inherent de­ 
sire to participate in one of these 
encounters; however, this desire 
was thwarted in early life, when 
he cried to go with his older j 
brothers. 
His 
father. 
Captain j 
James Cunningham, and three of j 
his older brothers were about to 
engage in an encounter with In­ 
dians. The story is told that he 
a*-ked his father’s permission to 
go along but his lather refused 
him at first saying that he was 
to© small and not strong enough 
to hold up a gun. However, when 
he replied "I can rest the gun on 
a stump," and his mother. Aunt 
Susan 
Cunningham, 
added.

would not have a boy who would 
not defend his country.” his father 
weakened and allowed him to go. 
Unfortunately 
for the 
Indians 
perhaps, the Red M m Wtre not 
to be found. 
Uncle Jim was one of the early j 
peace officers of Comanche C oun­ 
ty. H° served as Deputy Sheriff 
of tnr county under Sheriff W. 
D Ccx 
He was later elect'd to 
this office and served during the 
of 1685 and 1886 
During 
;me, there were many dis- 
r • • 
'he county over wire 
s and thieves, and just prê­ 
ta ti s there had been a race 
During this 
race 
riot, 
all 
wtre run out of the coun­ 
ty and 
rut that time no black 
man ha* made his home in any 
part of the county. 
These disturbances and others 
caused the life of a sheriff to be 
precarious It was largely through 
his influence and a speech made 
by Uncle Jim at a Sheriff’s Con­ 
vention 
in Waco in 
1886 that 
caused the passage of a law by 
the 
State 
Legislature 
making 
fence cutting a felony. This law 
enabled officers to break up the 
practice. Uncle 
Jim stated 
re­ 
cently. 
Uncle Jim made the trip from 
Williamson County to Comanche 
with his parents, brothers, and 
sisters in a cart pulled by oxen. 
His daughter, Miss Floy Cunning­ 
ham. stated recently in an in­ 
terview that while on this trip he 
had the habit of sticking his head 
out of the back of the wagon., 
One of his brothers kept insisting 
that he put his head back into 
the wagon, and when he failed to 
heed this advice, the brother rap- < 
ped him hard on the head with 
a huge bull whip. 
James W. 
Cunningham 
spent 
much of his early life on the trail. 
He made several trips to New 
Mexico and traveled the historic, 
Chisholm Trail to Kansas City 
numerous times during his event­ 
ful life. On these trips he endured 
many hardships suffered by many 
of the 
<ar!v 
pioneers 
such 
as 
swimming rivers, traversing de­ 
serts. enduring hunger, and be­ 
ing subjected to extremes of heat 
and cold. 
I 
Puhap*- Uncle Jim was the l a s t 1 
of the pioneers, who witnessed the 
official formation of Comanche 
County in May of 1857 at Old 
Cora. s .. . . • Uncle Jim was only 
seven y ars old when the county! 
was formed, he recalls only the! 
childhood angle of our county’s j 
formation. He stated that there 
was a large crowd at the form a-! 
tion ol this new county, perhaps 
as many as a hundred people. 
Comanche and Caudo Indians 
were still 
numerous when 
the 
Cunningham*> settled in the coun­ 
ty in 1855. Uncle Jim stated re­ 
cently. Most ol them were friend­ 
ly. but m any were great nuisances. 
He recalled 
the 
occasion 
once 
when it btc.nme necessary for his 
father to chase off two Indian 
bucks from the house with a chair. 
A few years later, after the In­ 
dians had been forced into re­ 
servations in 
Indian 
Territory, 
they became hostile again and 
began to bother the Whites and 
return for raids on Brown and

The water was up to the 
sides of the horse*, and their 
bows and arrows were so soak'd 
with water they could not use 
them, and they were all killed in 
the water by the white firing 
'squad on the banks. There were 
seven Indians, six bucks and one 
squaw. 
“Bill Johns cut a ring from the 
dead squaw’s finger and were it 
as a trophy for some time. The 
bodies of the Indians were buried 
at Star Hollow, where the slaugh­ 
ter took place, but no one can 
locate the graves at this time, so 
fr as I am able to ascertain."
